and miles long and five hundred wide 
li would be a phenomenon unknown 
in any other grain growing country 
in the world if somewhere in this 
area hail conditions did not form at 
some period of the summer, But any 
thing approaching general destruc 
tion or even serious injury to the 
western crop, as a crop, from this 
cause has never occurred, unless it 
some early stage of settlement, when 
thf ony farmers in the country were 
grouped ia a few spots whieh by un 
lucky coincitence were the places hit 
by the storma..

Decades Show Marked Fluctuations 
—Big Gain For the United States 
—J. Halt Schooline’s Article For 
Daily Mail. 


Writing in the London Daily Mati 
about Anglo-Canadian trade, J. Hall 
Schooline says: 

statements lately published in Can- 
ada Wave thrown considerable light 
upon our position as a Seller in Oan 
adian markets, even although these 
statements were based upon the Car- 
adian records for sir le or for isdlated 
years of trade. 

But in this matter, as in other de- 
partragnte of international commerce, 
it is desirable to survey a long, con- 
tinuous period by a method that gets 
rid of the fluctuations of single years 
of trade. In other words, it is desir 
able to examine trade teydenci-s 
broadly based, to ascertain the course 
of trade in this or that section of 
world commerce. 

For this purpose Canada’s imports 
for consumption in Canada have been 
examined during the whole, period 
1880-1908, And the results are now 
condensed, into yearly averages during 
each successive decade, 

For example, looking at Table A 
and comparing the decade 1880-89 
with the @eeade 1890-99, we see that 
during the earlier decade Canada’s 
imports from the United Kingdom 
totalled 9) million pounds (£9,000,000 
rer year), end that during the Jatter 
ot these two decades Canada’s put- 
ehuses from ve amonnted to only 76 
millien pounds (£7,600,000 per year., 
su much merely in explanation of the 
method of ascertaining trade tendea- 
cies here used:

this British prefefential ‘tariff was 
accompanied by a considerable rise

Look now at the vast increase in 
Canada’s purchases frem the United 
States. Table A shows a large and 
continuous rise from £9,500,000 yearly 
to £29,300,000 yearly 

I mention incidentially that the Un- 
ited States patsed the United King 
dom as a seller in Canadian markets 
in the year 1883, and has gone ahead 
in every subsequent year. Yearly re- 
sults do not come out in the table, 
as it is based upon decades, “Other 
Countries’’-—-namely, countries other 
than the United Kingdom and the 
United States—increased their sales 
in Canada from £2,800,000 yearly to 
£7,500,000 yearly. And Table A also 
shows that Canada’s total imports in 
creased vastly—from 21.3 to 48.8 mil- 
lion pounds yearly. 

Take a broad view of the trade ten 
dencies shown in Table A, and what 
do we 

We see Canada, a country working 
under Protecfion, with a vast increase 
in her imports. We see that another 
protected nation, the United States, 
has left us far behind as a seller to 
Canada, although a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago we were on a level with the 
United Stutes as sellers to Canada. 
The “Other Countries” in Table A, 
who also Have considerably increased 
their sales to fonds. e,, With sear- 
eely an @ tien, coudtries working 
under a trade polfey of Protection. 

But the United Kingdom, working 
by sham Free Trade, has suffered a

We come now to the question of 


our position in Canadian markets re- 
latively to rival sellers in those mar 
ketsé—TLable bB. Here we must ex- 
amine not the actual purchases by 
Canada from e¢ach sourct, but eacn 
supplying nation’s snare per £100 of 
Canaga’s imports. 
Effect’ of the Preference. 

What has been the course of trade 
as regards our share of Canada’s pur- 
chases? A large fall, from £42 to £25 
of each £100 of Canada’s imports. 
But a salient feature of this inves- 
tigation is that the operation in our 
flavor of Canada’s British preteren- 
tial tariff has been accompanied by ° 


stoppage of the long-continued de- 
crease in our share of Canada’s ith- 
ports, and + lso by «a simultaneons

The United States’ 
share per £105 of Canada’s purchases 
rose from £44 to£60, and has stopped 
at £60, Without Canada’s preference 
in her tariff taxation granted to us, 
we may justly assume that our share 
(Table B) would have continued to 
fall and thatathe United States’ shar 
would have continued to rise, 

Thus the net effect of the partial 
adoption of Imperial preference with 
Canada is that this policy has stop- 
ped the continued fall in our position 
as a seller in Canadian markets, In- 
deed, there was a slight upward ten-

dency during the decade 1s0% 190s, 
even in our share ot Canada’s im 
ports, while as we saw in Table 4, 


gur actual sales have largely increas- 
ed under Canada’s British preferential 
tariff. And this increase in actual 
sales, has, of ouree, cased an in- 
crease in employmént and in wages 
paid in the United Kingdom, 

Extend this policy of Imperial pre- 
ference, Extend it, taking now Can- 
ada only, in the direction of increas- 
ing the preference given to us in Can 
ada’s tariff taxation. Canada = has 
expressed her willingness to do this 
if we will give a preference in our 
tariff taxation to Canadian wheut. 
The result would be that we should 
begin to regain’ our former position 
as a seller in Canada, in place of 
mérely, as at present, stopping = % 
further loss of that position And 
this would mean a further increase of 
employment and wages in the United 
Kingdom, The policy of Imperial pee 
ference would also mean that we 
should gradually get out of the hands 
of the foreign food-fancier, who, right- 
ly enough from his point of view, is 
increasing the Cost of the dood we 
have to buy from fereign nations,
